generaUng at least one video of at least one surveiUed location using at least one camera, 
based on an initial frame rate;

2. (Original) Hie method of Claim I, comprising identifying the motion based on 
changes between firames of the video. 

3. (Original) The method of Claim 1, comprising identifying the motion using a 
motion detector at the location. 

4. (Origiiial) The method of Claim 1, comprising transmitting the video to at least 
one mobile .vireless receiver for display of the video on a mobile teiminal. 

5. (Original) The method of Claim 4. comprising tntnsmitting the video to plural 

mobile wireless receivers. 

6- (Original) The method of Claim 4. comprising transmitting the video to at least 
one mobile wireless receiver in real time. 
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7. (Origioal) The method of Claim 4, comprising generating at least one electronic 
or paper biUing document based on the transniitting act. 

8. (Original) The method of Claim 4. wherein the transmitting act is undertaken in 
response to a successfiil authentication. 

9. (Original) nxe method of Claim 1, comprising compressing the video. 

10. (Original) The method of Claim 1, comprising generating plural videos of 
respective surveHlance locations and routing the videos to respective wireless receivers in 
response to user requests for videos. 

11. (Original) The method of Claim 1. wherein the frame rate is a rate of processing 
and/or compressing entire frames.

13. (Original) The method of Claim 4. comprismg providing at least one conditional 
access module in a link between the location and receiver to secure the link, 

14. (Original) The method of Claim 13, wherein the Mk is secured by authenticating 
at least one of: a source of the video, and the receiver.

using a surveillance camera to generate a video feed by generating video fmmes of at 
least one surveilled location based on an initial frame mte;

varying the frame rate ofregions of ttie frame oflflooiatod >vith the Jfhuncs based at least in 
part on the detennined motion of at least one object at the location during said generating and the 
determined one or morft regions of the fr ame that exhibit the motion : and 

transmitting the video feed in real time to at least one monitoring receiver over a wireless 
link, wherein the firame rate is a rate of processing a portion of a video ftame. 

26. (Original) The method of Claim 25, wherein the ftame rate is a rate of processing 
and/or compressing an entire video j&ame.

28. (Original) The method of Claim 25, comprising generating at least one billing 
document based at least in part on the transmitting act 

29. (Original) The method of Claim 25. comprising identifying the motion based on 
changes between frames of the video. 

30. (Original) The method of Claim 25, comprising transmitting the video feed to at 
least one mobile wireless receiver for display of the video on a mobile terminal. 

31. (Original) The method of Claim 30, comprising transmitting ilxe video to plural 
mobile wireless receivers* 

32. (Original) Hie method of Claim 25, wherein the transmitting act is undertaken in 
response to a successful authentication. 

33. (Original) The method of Claim 25, comprising compressing the video feed. 
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34. (Original) The method of Claim 25, comprising generating plural video feeds of 
respective surveillance locations and routi;)g the .videos to respecUve wireless receivers in 
response to user requests for video feeds.

a camera adapted to generate a video feed by generating video frames based on an initial 
frame rate;

determine motion of at least one object at the location in the surveilled location 
during said generating; 

d etermine one or more regions of a frame that exhibit the motion: 
vary the frame rate of regions of the frame oasociatcd with tho frames based at 
least in part on the determined motion of at least one object at the location during 
said generating and the determined one or more regions of the frame that exhi^ i ^

a transmitter adapted to transmit the video feed in real time to at least one monitoring 
receiver over a wireless link, wherein the frame rate is a rate of processing a portion of a video 
frame. 



48. (Previously Presented) A computer software product for surveillance, compris'mg: 
a computer-readable medium including: 

codes for causing the computer to generate at least one video of at least one surveilled 
location using at least one camera based on an initial frame rate; 

codes for causing the computer to determine motion in the surveilled location during said 
generating; 

codes for causing the compute r to deten nine one or more r egions of ^ fmn^e that exhthit 
the motipn; anH 
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code? for causing the computer to dynamically vaxy the frame rate of regions of the fmme 
based on the delemiined motion in the siuvcUled location during said generating and the 
determined one or more regions of the frame that exhibit t he motion. 
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
